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JUDSON ELECTED | 
UNIVERSITY HEAD 


Acting President Unanimous- 
Iy Chosen to Occupy Po- 
sition Held by W. 
R. Harper. 


ROCKEFELLER IS PLEASED | 


Free Hand Guaranteed the New 
Executive, Who Will Fol- 
low Policy of His 
Predecessor. 


Harry Pratt Judson, who has been acting 
head of the University of Chicago for over a 
year since the death of President William 
Rainey Harper, was elected to th¢ presidency 
yesterday by a unanimous vote of the board 
of trustees. 

The action of the board was takem at a 
meeting held in the business office of the 
university, at 185 Adams street. 

President Judson’s election was not ufi- 
expected by those conversant with the af- 
fairs of the institution, as it had been ru- 
mored frequently for several months that 
he would be the permanent successor of 
Dr. Harper, with whom he was associated 
closely from. the opening of the university 
until the death of Dr. Harper, Jan. 10, 1006. 
Not all the members of the board were pres- 
ent at the meeting, but nearly all of the ab- 
sent ones sent messages of approval, while 
the others are known to be in accord with 
the action of the majority. 


Andrew McLeish Presides 


Viee President Andrew McLeish of the 
board of trustees presided in the absence of 
President Martin A. Ryerson. The result 
of the vote was unanimous for Dr. Judson. 
The choice was approved heartily by John 
D. Rockefeller Jr., who sent a special mes- 
sage commending Dr. Judson’s work as head 
of the university. Others who could not 


be present sent similar messages. Harold 


F. McCormick, Franklin MacVeagh, and Wil- 
lard A. Smith were the only trustees failing 
to express themselves dy ietter or wire. 

F. T. Gates, another .cember, came from 
New York to attend the funeral of Prof. B. 
B. Hulbert, and brought word that Mr. 
Rockefeller was decidediy in favor of Dr. 
Judson as Dr. Harpers successor. The other 
members of the board who voted are: nos 
M. Barton, A. C. Bartlett, Jesse A. Baldwin, 
Edward Goodman, Howard F. Gray, D. G. 
Hamilton, Charles L. Hutchinson, E. B. Fel- 
senthal, T. W. Goodspeed, Frank O. Lowden, 
Frank J. Llewellyn, Francis W. Parker, H. 
A. Rust, and Judge Frederick A. Smith. 

President Judson, it is announced, will con- 


tinue the same policy as mapped out by Presi- | 


dent Harper. There will be no changes in 
the conduct of the institution except, in cases 


where—the. work of the univensity-mey- be 


broadened 


New President to Have Free Hand. 

“I do not belleve any definite policy will 
be recommended by the board of trustees,” 
said Wallace Heckman, business manager 
of the university, in speaking of the election 
of Dr. Judson. “I am inclined to think the 
new president will be given much latitude 
in the supervision of the affairs of the school. 
You see the institution still is in the forma- 
tive period of its life. It is only beginning to 
exist. Much of the work of the president 
necessarily is creative, so that no definite 
policy can be outlined. 

The duties of the officials will be, ae they 
have been in the past, constructive to a great 
degree, and I am sure their recommendations 
will meet the approval of the trustees. One 
thing is certain—Dr. Judson's work and pro- 
gram of future endeavor will be codrdinate 
with the plans and work of Dr. Harper. Dr. 
Judson and Dr. Harper always labored in 
harmony for the welfare of the institution, 
and the fulfillment of Dr. Harper’s wishes 
will be the chief aim of his successor. 


Fitness for Position Tested. 


President Judson’s fitness for his position 
has been shown in the last two years, during 
which time he practically has had charge 
of the administrative affairs of the school. 
He assumed the executive charge of the in- 
stitution when Dr. Harper first became seri- 
ously ill two years ago. No one but Dr. 
Judson was considered seriously for presi- 
dent. The board took time to act because it 
desired to be deliberate and conservative. 
The members felt there was no hurry in the 
matter, because the affairs of the university 
were being handled to their satisfaction by 
the acting president. It is probable that the 
trustees will arrarige for installation services 
within a short time.“ 

Talks of His Plans. 

President Judson stat last night there 
would be no change in the policy of the uni- 
versity, and the system which Dr. Harper 
bullt up would be continued as far as possible. 

„I have nothing to say other than to ex- 
press my gratification,’ said Dr. Judson. 
“ We will all work together, the faculty, the 
students, and myself, and with all forces in 
cotperation I will try to push to their utmost 
the plans of the university's builder. I have 
nothing new to announce in the way of policy. 

“In fact, I intend to continue just as I 
have done. I intend to follow the general 
idea of the university, and will not break 
away from the plans except in cases of emer- 
gency. My work in itself will keep on just 
as it has been for the last year. I hope there 
will be no installation exercises. I think I 
need no introduction to the students, pro- 
fessors, or patrons of the university.” 

It was the plan of the trustees of the uni- 
versity to make the installation of Dr. Jud- 
son an impressive occasion. A committee 
has been appointed to make the arrange- 
ments, and it is probable the installation will 
take place at the next convocation exercises 
of the universi 


Dr. Goodspeed Gratified. 

Dr. Thomas W. Goodspeed, registrar of the 
university, who is probably President Jud- 
son's closest friend in the faculty, expressed 
his appreciation of Dr. Judson's selection as 
follows: 

“TI am immensely gratified at Dr. Jud- 
son's election. We have all worked with him 
for two years in the office as executive head 
of the university, and we have learned his 
unsurpassed talent for administration. He 
ie careful, does not spend money unless he 
has it to spend, does not call on us to do the 
impossible, is courteous,’ and wonderfully 
considerate. 

Moreover, he has the best of practical 
judgment and sense in his way of looking at 
things, and is absolutely trustworthy and an 
able scholar. For the purposes of head of a 
great university, like the University of Chi- 
cago, he has executive abilities of the 
highest grade. Mr. Rockefeller is fond of

Roosevelt Urges Every City to 
Provide Recreation for Them. 
INDORSES CHICAGO PLAN. 


Says Country Can Learn from This City 
How to Conduct Playgrounds. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.—{Special.J— 
Municipal playgrounds were gixen a big boost 
tonight by President Roosevelt and Repre- 
sentative Boutell of Chicago at a banquet 
given by the Washington Playgrounds asso- 
ciation. The president wrote a letter in which 
he asked that the boy’s or girl's inalienable 
right to frolic be not denied them. Repre- 
sentative Boutell explained his bill in con- 
gress for the establishment of more play- 
grounds in Washington. 

President Roosevelt's letter laid stress on 
the annual meeting of the Playground As- 
sociation of America in Chicago in June. He 
praised the South Park system of taat city 
as one of the most notable civic achievements 
in the United States, 

The preeident advised all cities to make pro- 
vision at once for playgrounds, lest suitable 
sites be obtained only at immense cost. As 
an example of hindsight he pointed to New 
York, where playtrounc recently cost $1,- 


000,000 an acre. 
Urges Watch on Rowdies. 

Close supervision of playgrounds was urged 
by the president, for, he said, otherwise they 
fell into disfavor and the hands of rowdies. 
President Roosevelt's letter follows: 

„I have noted with pleasure the good work 
which your association has done in promot- 
ing playgrounds for the national capital. I 
am specially pleased with the prospect of 
congress granting this year an appropriation 
for the purchase of playground sites. I trust 
‘that the bill of Representative Boutell will 
also go through, so that you may be able to 
secure sites in the various quarters of the 
city now while open space still exists and 
before the price upon them becomes pro- 
hibitive. 

“The plan of playground development for 
the district hag been so carefully drawn that 
I hope it may be carried out substantially 
ae outlined. I regard this as one of the most 
important Neps toward making Washington 
the model which we all feel that the 
capital of Mis nation should be. 

‘I have been pleased to see also that there 
is a new interest in play and playgrounds 
all over the country, and that many cities 
that have not previously taken up the move- 
ment in a systematic way have made a be- 
ginning this year. 


Gives Praise to Chicago. 

“The annual meeting of the Playground 
Association of America in Chicago in June, 
with its attractive play festival and compre- 
henstve study of play problems, is sure to 
increase this interest. I trust that all of our 
larger municipalities will send representa- 
tives to this exhibition to gain inspiration 
from this meeting and to see the magnificent 
system that Chicago has erected in its south 
park section, one of the most notable civic 
achievements of any American city. 

„The new appreciation of the value of play 
in the development of children is shown in 
many ways. The physical trainers in all of 
their recent meetings have put a new em- 
phasis on the importance of play and are 
giving a larger place to {ft in their work. 

“ The Public Schoo! Athletic league of New 


| York has organized athietics along sans and

helpful lines tor thousands of school children. 
A number of other cities seem about to take 
up this movement. There is a general feel- 
ing in our -chools and colleges also for larger 
athletic fields and the participation of a larger 
proportion of the students in athletic events. 

“In Germany a large number of games 
have been put into the school course as a part 
of the system, thus extending the kindergar- 
ten method through the elementary school. 
In England football and cricket have been a 
part of the school course at Eton, Rugby, and 
most of the other public and preparatory 
schools for many yéars. 


Hopes Schools Will Be Active. 


“In the private schools of this country 
similar to these English schools, such as 
Lawrenceville, Groton, St. Paul's, and many 
others, play is also provided for in the currfic- 
ulum. I hope that soon all of our public 
schools will provide, in connection with the 
school buildings and during school hours, 
the place and time for the recreation as well 
as study of the children. 

“ Play at present is almost the only method 
of physical development for city children. 
We must provide facilities for it if we would 
have the children strong and lawabiding. 

“ We have raised the age at which the chile 
may go to work and increased the number of 
school years. These changes involve in- 
Greased expense for parents with decreased 
returns from the child. If we do not allow 
the children to work we must provide some 
other place than the streets for their leisure 
time. 

I we are to require the parents to rear 
the children at increased expense for the 
service of the state, practically without re- 
turn, the state should make the care of chil- 
dren as easy and pleasant as possible. if we 
would have our citizens contented and law- 
abiding, we must not sow the seed of discon- 
tent in childhood by denying children their 
birthright of play. 

Streets Preclude Good Games. 

“City streets are unsatisfactory play- 
grounds for children because of the danger, 
because most good games are against the law, 
because they are too hot in summer, and be- 
cause in crowded sections of a city they are 
apt to be schools of crime. 

„Neither do small back yards nor orna- 
mental grass plots meet the needs of any but 
the small children. Older children who would 
play vigorous games must have places spe- 
clally set aside for them. And, since play is 
a fundamental need, playgrounds should be 
provided for every child as much as schools. 

„ This means that they must be distributed 
over cities in such a way as to be within walk- 
ing distance of every boy and girl, as most 
children cannot afford to pay carfare. In 
view of these facts cities should secure avail- 
able spaces at once, so that they may not 
need to demolish blocks of buildings in order 
to make playgrounds, as New York has had 
to do at a cost of nearly $1,000,000 an acre. 

„Neither must any city believe that sim- 
ply to furnish open spaces will secure the 
best results. There must be supervision of 
these playgrounds, otherwise the older and 
stronger children occupy them to the exclu- 
sion of the younger and weaker ones,” 

Other speakers at the banquet besides Rep- 
resentative Boutell were E. E. Brown, United 
States commissioner of education, and Henry 
g. Curtis, superintendent of Washington

‘ODESSA ‘UNDER MOB ‘RULE. 


Foreign Consuls Warn Embassies 
Sabjects Are in Peril. 


8 AID JEW BAITERS. 


Gen. Kaulbars Forced to Take Steps to 
Suppress Anarchy. 


BULLETIN. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.} 
PARIS. Feb. 21, 3 a. m.—It is reported 
from’St. Petersburg that a massacre of the 
Jews is proceeding in Odessa. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 20.—The foreign 
consuls at Odessa have sent telegrams to 
their respective embassies here saying that 
the lives of their fellow subjects are insecure 
and that the situation growing out of the anti- 
semitic disturbances is serious. 

The Austrian chargé d'affaires, at the re- 
quest of the Austrian consul at Odessa, to- 
day made representations at the foreign 
office with the view of obtaining protection 
for Austrian subjects at Odessa. Austrian, 
German, and Italian residents of Odessa 
have been attacked upon the Streets. 

So far as is known no Englishman or 
American has been molested. Ambassador 
Riddle has heard nothing from Mr. Heenan, 
the American consul at Odessa. 

If telegrams received from Odessa are to be 
believed, the Black Hundreds have shot down 
Jewish children, bludgeoned students, and 
generally introduced a reign of terror. 

There has been sharp street fighting in 
Baku between the police and the anarchists.

Daily Attacks on Jews. 


ODESSA, Feb. 20.—Street attacks by the 
Union of True Russians, a reactionary or- 
ganization, are daily assuming a more dan- 
gerous character, and have brought about a 
condition of extreme nervousness among the 
residents of this city, especially the Jews, 
Business has been adversely affected, the 
grain bourse has been closed, and financial 
transactions have practically suspended. 

Gangs of roughs invade shops and restau- 
rants belonging to Jews, order the proprie- 
tors to throw up their hands, and then plun- 
der and ransack the premises. Today a Jew 
drew a revolver in self-defense. He was im- 
mediately seized and conveyed to a deserted 
courtyard, where his arms and legs were 
cut off.

Slow Starvation of the People 
Aided by Spread of Hun- 
ger Maladies. Hie 


POLITICS HINDERS RELIEF 


Governor ot one District De- 
stroys Food Because ‘Lib- 
oerals 255 It.

KAZAN, Russia, Feb. 83 orseipuadent 
has returned here after a twenty-five days’ 
trip through Kazan, Samara, and Ufa, three 
‘sample ‘provinces of the twenty affected by 
famine. The correspondent. investigated the 


} situation in all directions, traveling 500 miles 


by sleigh in districts remote from the rall- 
roads, where the distress is most acute. 

The population every where was found to be 
absolutely dependent on outside relief. Al- 
though lacking the dramatic coloring of tra- 
ditional famines—violent epidemics and 
wholesale deaths from hunger—the present 
state of affairs ts characterized by slow 
starvation and extreme misery, which are 
fully as pitiable. 

In the province of Ufa there is scarcely 
half the quantity ofsgrain necessary for the 
ordinary subsistence of the people, and the 
peasants fre in such a weakened physical 
condition as a result of a succession of bad 
harvests that supplementary assistance will 
be necessary for thousands to make It pos- 
sible for them to survive until the spring and 


have strength enough to plant the new crop. 
ne ‘so-called “famine bread,” a whole- 


some mixture of acorns and pigweed, which 
was eaten extensively in the autumn, has 
now generally been displaced by the govern- 
ment ration, but it still appears every month 
when the rations, in spite of the closest pinch- 
ing, are exhausted. ‘ 


Famine Maladies Are Rife. 

Sporadic cases of scurvy were found in 
all three provinces. Cases of ergotism are 
localized. In Kazan province there is a ter- 
rible malady of the eyes, due to the general 
malnutrition, but the reports of widespread 
outbreaks of hunger typhus are untrue. 

On the steppes the misery has been sharp- 
ened by lack of fuel, and great apprehension 
has been caused by the slaughter and sale 
of live stock. Half of the cattle is gone, and 
some villages have today not more * two 
or three horses or cows. 

In the province of Samara alone 1,000,000 
head of cattle have been sold, and the farmers 
have no means of restocking. 


Politics in Relief Work. 

The relief work in Kazan province is ham- 
pered by quarrels between the governor and 
the liberals. The governor interfered in 
the distribution of nonofficial relief for fear 
of political agitation by overzealous agents, 
and in one village he poured soup into the 
street, and in others confiscated bread from 
the hands of the peasants. Doctors and 
nurses who were fighting typhus’ were ar- 
rested and some of them placed in jail. 

In the northern part of Kazan province 
was found one of the worst sectionsgaihe 
famine region. Nearly every chimney was 
cold. The thermometer at that time regis- 
tered 25 degrees below zero Fahrenheit. 

Persons suffering from ergotism, caused by 
eating rotten grain, were found in seventy- 
four out of seventy-eight houses visited. The 
symptoms of this malady are a burning sen- 
sation in the liver, followed by chills, spasms, 
and a permanent contraction of the limbs, 
and finally blindness and idiocy. 

Four-fifths of the cattle in thie district have 
been killed by the same poison, and fully 5 
per cent of the crop is ergotic. The peasants 
are fully aware of the deadly pature of this 
grain, but they have no alternative, and must 
eat what they can get. There were thou- 
sands of cases of ergotism before the gov- 
ernment was stirred to action. The malady 
now is diminishing. 

In Tchistopol, Laighev, and Spask scurvy 
prevailed instead of ergotism, but the diet 
kitchens, which supply a menu costing each 
person 2 cents a day, are making a fairly 
successful fight against the disease. 


Children Suffer Most. 

Children are the easiest prey to the famine, 
and in many cases the school buildings have 
been converted into asylums, where the 
youngsters are sheltered and fed by the Red 
Cross. 

A lamentable feature of the situation is the 
misuse of government relief. Many salaried 
officials and prosperous residents are receiv- 
ing government rations, and in several in- 
stances the local prefects have used the ra- 
tions to influence the elections. 

Aside from the distribution of government 
rations, the famine fighting is carried on by 
the free kitchens maintained by the Red 
Cross and the zemstvos. These kitchens are 
unequally distributed, and in many localities 
they are lacking or are only now being or- 
ganized. In Ufa they feed a total of 210,000 
persons, in Kazan 230,000, and in Samara 
100,000, many of whom are children.

PETERSBURG, Feb. 21, 8 a. m.—The 
tide of radical success in the parliamentary 
elections continues. According to the latest 
returns the radicals are maintaining their 
lead with 40 per cent elected. The liberals, 
ijuclauding the constitutional democrats and 
the conservatives, each have about 25 per 
cent., and the remaining 10 per cent of dele- 
gates are divided between nationalists and 
indefinites. 

At 2 o'clock this morning the returns 
showed 351 delegates elected from fifty-six 
provinces and cities.

Nicaragua Claims Victory. 

SAN SALVADOR, Republic.of Salvador, 
Feb. 20.—Dispatches received here by Sefior 
Davila, the representative of Honduras nere, 
say that the Nicaraguan army invaded Hon- 
duras territory at Portillo del Espino. and 
that after two hours’ fighting the invading 
forces were completely defeated, leaving 
thirty-seven men killed and many wounded 
on the field. The losses of the Hondurans are 
said to have been insignificant. 

Proclamations establishing a provisional 
government in Honduras were captured. by 
the Honduran troops. They were signed by 
Maximo Rosales, Miguel Oqueli Bustillo, and 
Ignacio Castro. These men are prominent 
Honduran revolutionists who are now serving 
with the forces of President Zelaya of Nica- 
ragua. 

Calls It “Small Affair.” 

City of Mexico, Feb. 20.—First Assistant 
Secretary of State Algara this afternoon 
made the following announcement: 

A telegram has been received by Pres!- 
dent Diaz from the president of Honduras 
saying that at 4 o'clock on the afternoon of 

18th the forces of Nicaragua and Hon- 
d & met on the border and a fight ensued. 
He characterized the encounter as a small 
affair. The president of Honduras declared 
that the Nicaraguans were defeated and com- 
pelled to retreat.“ 

It is believed in Mexico City that the tele- 
gram from President Bonilla of Honduras to 
President Dias is tantamount to the nor- 
acceptance of the offices of Mexico and the 
United States, and that war between Hon- 
duras and Nicaragua is now certain. 


DOUBT ON AMERICAN MORALITY. 


London Post Takes Gloomy View of 
Railroad Administration in the 
United States.

Evidence of the simultaneous growth of | 
the list of sixty day ” appointees in the city 
hall and the Dunne boom for re@lection | 
as Mayor came to light yesterday when the | 
list of temporary appointments furnished to 
the finance committee of the city council at 
the request of Chairman Bennett became 
public. Even old time politicians ‘were 
amazed when they saw the number of “jobs” 
that have been handed out and renewed at 
the city hall during the closing months of 
1906. It is the most remarkable effort within 
a decade to subvert the spirit of the etw 
service law. 

The list shows that on Dec. 18, 1906, tem- 
porary employés to the number of 314 were 
in the service of the city, without counting 60 
temporary patrolmen and several hundred | 
laborers employed by the electrical depart- | 
ment and the water pipe extension bureau. 

In comparison with this list, it was recalled 
by commentators that during the régime of 
Carter Harrison the list of temporary em- 
ployés fell as low as twelve. Nearly all 
of the 314 were named by the mayor since 
the beginning of autumn.

Plans for the reorganization of the Union 
Traction company and subordinate interests 
into the Chicago Railways company, with au- 
thority to accept the pending ordinance for 
the north and west sides, are being formu- 
lated in New York. According to word re- 


ceived yesterday in Chicago the -*organiza- | 


tion program is nearly ready for submission 
to the tribunal consisting of Judge Grosscup 
and Prof. John C. Gray of Harvard uni- 
versity. 

The negotiations were begun this week in 
pursuance to the agreement between the 
council's transportation committee and the 
street car men at the time the ordinances 
were passed by the aldermen. General Coun- 
sel W. W. Guriley'of the Union Traction com- 
pany, John Maynard Harlan, representing 
Judge Grosscup as receiver, and Henry A. 
Blair, representing the underlying interests, 
are in New York conferring on the plans with 
George Wickersham and Bernard W. Tolles, 
the attorneys representing the bankers 
whose money is to finance the new enterprise. 

The securities of the old companies are to 
be deposited with the Chicago Title and Trust 
company, to be exchanged later for the stock 
of the Railways company, held in trust by 
the citizens’ committee of five. 

Chairman Hanberg will call a meeting of 
the republican platform committee for either 
tomorrow or Saturday, at which time the 
drafting of the traction plank will be consid- 
ered. Work on the platform has been delayed

BOOST WIRE TOLLS NOW? 


PUBLIC TO PAY 20 PER CENT MORE 
TO MEET 10 PER CENT TILT. 


Postal’s Increase to Operators the 
Same as Western Union’s, Not 8 
Per Cent More — Both Companies 
Planning to Shove Up Cost of Mes- 
sages, Is Report, and Announce- 
ment May Be Made Before End of 
the Month. 


Announcement was made yesterday that the 
Postal Telegraph company didn't go the 
Western Union 5 per cent better in the mat- 
ter of wage increase to operators. 

The Postal’s is also a 10 per cent increase. 
This was made clear in a statement by Presli- 
dent Clarence H. Mackay. 

Tolls to Go Up Now. 

Another announcement, though not an of- 
ficial one, indicates that neither the Western 
Union nor the Postal is going to suffer by 
thelr generosity. It is reported that the 
companies will announce a decided increase 
in the tolls on messages. 

For an ordinary ten word message, the 
charge for which is 25 cents, it is proposed 
to raise the rate to 30 cents. This would 
be a 20 per cent increase as against a 10 per 
cent advance in wages. 

Materials More Costly? 

It is argued by those favoring the increase 
that the advance in the prices of all mate- 
rials makes a 20 per cent advance necessary. 
The rate of increase proposed for longer mes- 
sages on leased wires ig not known. 

A few weeks ago the companies raised the 
rate on New York-Chicago messages to and 
from members of various exchanges in both 
cities from 25to40 percent. It was explained 
this increase was made compulsory by the 
rate bill. 


LAKE SHORE MAY HAVE STRIKE 


Engineers Fail to Reach Wage Agree- 
ment with Local Officials—Send Ap-

The breaking of negotiations yesterday be- 
tween the local Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern railroad officials and committees 
representing the engineers, because of failure 
to agree on wage matters, caused some un- 
easiness over the prospect of a strike.

Harriet Fulmer of the Visiting 
Nurses’ association says great etrides in the 
battle against tuberculosis have been made 
by a thorough cleaning and disinfecting of 
“lung block. long applied to a row of dilapi- 
dated tenements in Sherman street, between 
Harrison and Polk streets. 

Accérding to her and others interested in 
the attempt to exterminate the “ white 
plague, this particular property has been 
a hot bed of the disease, and many of the 
900 cases now under care of the society are 
directly traceable thereto.

In this little circle they 
live, some sumptuously, all properly, no 
doubt, but without an understanding of life.” 

He declared that the local option bill was 
drafted in accordance with the ideas of mod- 
ern agitators, who were foisting the referen- 
dum, initiative, and that species of anarchy 
on the people.” 

This is not a government of the initiative, 
or referendum, or or anarchy,” 
he declared. You may inquire why I couple 
the four together. Because they are all parts 


of one whole, and because of the larger 
number of people in Chicago and other parts 


of this state who have left their homee in 


continental Europe, and many who were born 


and reared here, have agitated the right of 
he people to legislate disectly and not 


through their representatives in the legisia- 


tive assembly in the state, county, city, or vil- 
lage. 
Chicago Twenty Years Behind. 

Chicago is today, because of that condi- 
tion, because of that agitation, and because 
of that fallacy, twenty years behind what 
she would have been if all those fallacies had 
been wiped out years ago or stopped in their 
inception. The blight of Chicago today in her 
business, her commercial, her social, and her 
financial interests is the agitation of the ref- 
erendum, the initiative, socialism, anarchy, 
and municipal ownership.”

FLOOD OF NEW BILLS 
IN HOUSE AND SENATE. 


Proposed Laws Amending Almost 
Everything but Human Nature In- 


troduged at Springfield. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, III., Feb. 20.—[Special.]—Bills 
to amend and regulate everything but hu- 
man nature came into both houses of the 
legislature today. In addition there were a 
number of importance, including a measure 
for the registration of nurses, a bill for the 
formation of a municipal employés’ pension 
fund in Chicago, and one providing for a 
dual system of criminal prosecution, retain- 
ing the grand jury procedure for special 
cases and using the process of filing a bill of 
information as provided in the Wisconsin 
law. 

The bill for the registration of nurses wal 
introduced in the senate by Senator Clarke. 
It provides for the establishment of a board 
of examiners to be appointed by the governor, 
which shall hold examinations at least twice 
It is provided that certificates of 
registration shall be issued without exam- 
ination prior to 1910 to nurses who have been 
graduated from training schools before that 


date or who can meet certain specified re- 


quirements as to education, training, and ex- 
perience. 

The measure also provides that certificates 
may be issued after that date to nurses who 
receive a professional training. and have ex- 
perience in general hospitals. Penalties are 
provided for fraudulent use of the title of 
registered nurse. 

Senator Glackin introddf€ed the bill to 
create a pension system for all municipal 
employés in Chicago. It provides that the 
fund shall be created by deductions from 
salaries, not exceeding 2 per cent, and that 
it shall be optional with any employé to join. 
Retirenfent at the age of 55 years after 
twenty years’ service with the city and after 
ten years of membership in the association 
will-entitle the employé to a pension not ex- 
ceeding $50 a month. 

Representative McGoorty introduced the 
bill providing for the dual system of prose- 
cution. He previously had introduced a bill 
for the abolition of the grand jury, but this 
measure had met with so much opposition 
in the house judiciary committee that it was 
apparent it could not be passed. 

The present proposed compromise retains 
the grand jury for special occasion when 
the states attorney may consider that an 
emergency requires special inquiry. For 
other cases it is proposed that the prosecut- 
ing offictal should proceed by filing informa- 
tion against the person accused. 

Representative Michael Daugherty, a dem- 
ocrat from Galesburg, introduced a bill giv- 
ing municipalities the authority to own and 
operate public utilities, such as telephone, 
gas, and electric light planta, and heating and 
power service plants. 

Representative Louis Pierson of Cook to- 
day introduced three bills, drawn up by 
County Recorder Abel Davis, Mr. Little of 
the Torrens system, and Mr. H. D. Riley of 
the Chicago Title and Trust company,. de- 
signed to remedy defects in the present laws 
regarding real estate, wills, and instruments. 
One of these bills provides that a will ad- 
mitted to probate in any other state or for- 
eign country may be recorded in Illinois. 

The senate passed a bill giving authority 
to the south park board to acquire small 
park property and to issue bonds for this pur- 
pose if ratified by a vote of the people in tie 
park district. The senate also passed a bill 
requiring the teaching of morality in the pub- 
lic schools. 

The senate military committee has reported 
out favorably the bili to reorganize the IIli- 
nois national guard and create a division.

Roy McKnight, Saved from Suicide, 
Says Parents-in-Law Took Spouse 
of 18 from Him. 


Roy McKnight, 22 years old, attempted to 
drink carbolic acid yesterday because his 
wife, 18 years old, had been taken from him 
by her parents beeause of her age. He was 
prevented by two policemen who saw him in 

the act of drinking the poison. 

McKnight was seen in Jackson park by the 
policemen, who followed him, suspecting his 
intention. The young man lives at 59 Sixty- 
sixth place, and is employed as a clerk by 
the Iilinois Steel gompany. 

He told the police he intended to kill him- 
self, but refused to give the name of his 
wife's parents, who, he said, lived in Tennee- 
see.

Scheme Is to Hurl It at Upper 
House So Quickly It Won't 
Know What’s Happened. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, III., Feb. 20.—[{Special.]—A 2 
cent passenger fare bill will be reported out 
of the railroad committee of the house to- 
morrow. It has been agreed on by the house. 
organization and will be reported by Chair- 
man Guy Bush of the railroad committee. 

It ie the intention of the house organiza- 
tion to pase the bill with celerity, neatness, 
and dispatch and hand it over to the senate 
before that dignified upper body can catch 
its breath, 

Speaker Shurtleff’s lieutenants have been 
sitting on this egg for three or four days and 
tonight it was hatched out. The coincidence 
that the chick broke its shell soon after the 
railroad committee had given an exhaustive 
hearing to the railroad attorneys, repre- 
sentatives, and lobbyists on the subject of 
the reci , @emurrage bill might lead 
these railroad agents to think that they un- 
wittingly had assisted at its incubation. 


Over Cents Extortion. 


It will be a straignt 2 cent fare bill in 
the form of an amendment to the present 
railroad law governing extortion. This law, 
as it will be amended by the new rate bill, 
will provide that any railroad whielé:harges 
more than a reasonable rate ont oll for trans- 
portation of passengers or freight shall be 
guilty of extortion and punished accordingly, 
and that the rate of 2 cents per mile shall 
be taken and considered as a fair and rea- 
sonable maximum rate of toll or compensa- 
tion for the tra rtation of passengers on 
any railroad or railroads of any such rail- 
road corporation.“ 

The railroad committee, after its session 
with the railroad attorneys on the reciprocal 
demurrage bill, went into executive session, 
and on emerging reported that all the 2 cent 
passenger rate bills hitherto introduced in 
the house had been given to a subcommittee 
consisting of Representatives Oglesby, 
Backus, Hope, Browne, and Gibbons, with 
instructions to draw up a committee sub- 
stitute. 

This committee's work will not be arduous, 
inasmuch as Chairman Bush had a substitute 
bill in his pocket at the time the committee 
was appointed, and the work of the sub body 
is merely to put a little salveton the feelings 
of members who have been patriotic enough 
to start the 2 cent legislation. It went 
through the form of considering all these 
bills tonight, and is understood to have 
reached an agreement to report back the bill 
which Mr. Bush had in his pocket. 


Why Action Was Rushed. 


This substitute measure has been consid- 
ered by Mr. Shurtleff and his organization, 
not that its verblage required much thought, 
but because the feasibility of putting it in as 
an organization measure was open to argu- 
ment up to a few days ago. 

Then it became apparent that an attempt 
at passenger rate reduction would be politic 
and that it would be wise for the house to 
get to it first. The senate was given Gov. 
Deneen’s anti-pass bill this morning and 
might be so industrious as to get it over to 
the house. In that case, the lower body would 
have to stand the responsibility for killing 
ity and to do so without offering anything 

compensation that might not appear well 
in the public eye. 

For this reason the house will fortify itself 
by passing over to the senate a much more 
popular measure in the shape of the 2 cent 
passenber bill, and will then feel itself enti- 
tiled to consider the anti-pass bill on its merits 
as they are seen from the legislative siand- 
point, meanwhile watching the senate per- 
form with the 2 cent bill. 


Gives Railroad Lobby a Shock. 


The additional fact that the railroad and 
warehouse commission has been announced 
as about to start an investigation of the rea- 
sonableness of present rates with a view of 
ordering a reduction has given a motive to 
the legislature for action along this line. 

Although arguments in favor of the house 
organization doing exactly what it now pro- 
poses to do are cogent and convincing enough, 
nevertheless the decision to put the bill 
through came with suddenness. 

It surprised no one any more than it did 
the railroad lobby, which had been arguing 
against the reciprocal demurrage bill. The 
attorneys and lobbyists had. not been able 
to make an end of their arguments in an all 
afternoon session of the committee and had 
secured a postponement until next Wednes- 
day, Avhen both they and the shippers who 
are supporting the bill are to appear before 
the committee and debate it jointly. With 
this postponement secured the lobbyists 
thought their work was done and it was with 
considerable distate that they learned to- 
night that a rate bill was coming out te- 
morrow. 


Lobbyists Planning a Kick. 


Immediately a large sized protest went up, 
the lobbyists insisting that the least courtesy 
the committee could grant them would be a 
hearing. In consequence of the announce- 
ment that a decision to report out the bill had 
been reached the attorneys are camping on 
the spot instead of going home. They will 
be before the committee again, and will con- 
tinue their demands for a hearing. 

If this be granted them there is a chance 
that the plans of t organization will be 
upset, and that the bill will have to stay in 
cold storage for awhile. If the blandish- 
ments of the railroad lobby be not effective 
the bill is scheduled to pass the house about 
the middle of next week. 

Gov. Deneen's railroad measures, drawn 
by W. H. Boys, were introduced in the senate 
in the morning, Senator Gardner presenting 
the bills, to give additional authority to the 
railroads and warehouse commission, and 
Senator Lundberg introducing the anti-pass 
bill. Lundberg represents the governor's 
senatorial district in Chicago, and at the last 
moment the senate organization decided that 
he, instead of Gardner, had better introduce 
the anti-pass bill. 


2 CENT FARE NEARER IN IOWA. 


Senate Committee Votes to Recommend 
Passage of House Bill in Spite 
of Threats. « 


Des Moines, Ia., Feb. 29.—[Special.}]—The 
senate committee on railroads this afternoon 
voted almost unanimously to report for pass- 
age the 2 cent fare bill practically as it came 
from the house. Senators Jamison of Clark 
and Saunders of Pottawattamie were the 
only committeemen who voted against a fa- 
vorable report. The only amendment was to 
make the minimum charge 10 cents, so that 
interurban trolleys would not be legislated 
against. 

The committee took its action in spite of a 
| strong protest and a veiled threat of a legal 
fight from the railroad lobby. The railroad 
men anhounced that if the bill became law 
they would feel compelled to resort to the 
courts. 

The committee will report to the seriate 
tomorrow. The bill will be made a special 
order for Washington's birthday. It is ex- 
pected to pass’ almost immediately and be 
ready for Gov. Cummins’ pen on Saturday.

POSTOFFICE BILL IS PASSED. 


‘House Restores All Provisions Relat- 
ing to Increased Pay for 90 Per 
Cent of Employes.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.— The postoffice 
appropriation bill, the largest ever reported 
from the committee on postoffices and post 
roads, passed the house today. All the pro- 
visions relating to increase pay affecting 90 
per cent of the postal employés, which yes- 
terday were stricken out on points of order, 
today were restored tothe bill. This action 
was accomplished by a rule presented by the 
committee on rules after the bill had been 
reported to the house by the committee of 
the whole. 

By the terms of the amendments reported 
from the committee on rules, seven grades 
of clerks are established in first and second 
class offices, with salaries ranging from $600 
to 31.200. City letter carriers are divided 
into five grades, with salaries ranging from 
$600 to $1,100, the $700 salaries being omitted. 
Railway mail clerks are divided into six 
grades below that of chief clerk, salaries in 
each grade being Increased $100 and ranging 
from $800 to $1,700. The maximum salary 
of rural carriers is fixed at $840. 

An order was adopted directing the inser- 
tion in the bill by the enrolling clerks of the 
recommendations of the postal commissior 
relating to the readjustment of railway mail 
pay by the postmaster general, beginning 
July 1 next.

President McCormick Ready to 
Take Legal Steps to Protect 
the City’s Interests, 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.—[Special.J— 
President R. R. McCormick of the Chicago 
drainage district, who was in Washington to- 
day in the interest of the drainage canal, has 
thrown a bomb into congressional circles by 
his declaration that he is considering the ad- 
visability of instituting legal proceedings to 
prevent the improvements of the Detroit 


and harbor bill. 

Isham Randolph, chief engineer of the 
drainage district, has been making an inves- 
tigation of the effect of the widening and 
deepening of the Detroit river, and he has 
reported that it will lower the level in Lake 
Michigan by at least a foot. 

The objection made by the Lake Carriers’ 
association and other interests to the diver- 
sion of the Calumet river into the drainage 
canal was that it would lower the level of 
Lake Michigan two Inches, and thus impede 
navigation. It was contended by the drain- 
age district that the execution of the Calu- 
met scheme would have no appreciable effect. 


Chicago’s Right to Object. 


ject to the theoretical lowering of two inches 
in the carrying out of the Calumet scheme, 

said Mr. McCormick tonight, the people of 
Chicago have a right to object to work for 
the benefit of the deep carriers which already 
has lowered Lake Michigan a foot and which 
will lower it still more. We feel that the 
people of the west have as much right to the 
water of the great lakes as the people of the 
east, and it is intended to take every step, 
legislative and legal, to protect that right.“

President McCormick made a strong plea 
in behalf of the Wilson bill, telling the 
committee the great advantages to the city 
of Chicago which would flow from its enact- 
ment. Practically useless as the Illinois and 
Michigan canal is today, it will be of even 
less value after Aug. 1 next, when the drain- 
age district will assume all the obligations of 
the waterway. 


Canal Only a Pay Roll. 

He did not mince words in his description 
of the uses to which the canal had been put 
recently, saying it was no longer anything 
but a pay roll institution and existed for the 
sole purpose of giving water power rights to 
John L. Norton and the Economy Light and 
Power company. In order to make the drain- 
age canal navigable $20,000,000 more was 
spent on its construction than would have 
been necessary to make it available for san- 
itary purposes only. 

The district also spent $500,000 for the ben- 
efit of the Lilinois and Michigan canal, $385,- 
000 of which was used to build a power plant 
at Lockport, which was turned over to the 
Economy Light and Power company, and 
from which that concern claims to make an 
annual profit of $240,000, and $115,000 for fur- 
nishing water power for the plant of John L. 
Norton at Lockport. 

The sanitary district, at a cost of $1,000,000, 
will have to fill up that part of the Illinois 
and Michigan canal given it by the state, 
provided the Calumet connection is made. 
Before anything Fan be done, however, Mr. 
McCormick desires to ascertain what the 
national government intends to do.

BIG BRIBE PLOT BEPOSED

Columbus, O., Feb. 20:—[ Special. }]—City So- 
licitor George S. Marshall tonight annoumted 
he had secured a confession from a bribe- 
taker which corroborated the confession of 
Nelson Cannon, supérintendent of the Cleve- 
land Trinidad Paving company, implicating 
members of the board of service in 
bribery totaling $8,000 connected with the 
Broad street paving jobr 

Marshall would not say who had made the 
second confession, but it is understood sev- 
eral men have gone to him and furnished 
details of aeyatem of corruption and boodling 
which far exceeas any distlosures so far 
made. 

The city solicitor today swore out warrants 
for the arrest of M. F. Bramley of Cleveland, 
president of the paving company involved in 
the alleged bribery. Bramley is charged with 
bribing Fred Lied, a member of the board of 
public service, the bribe being $1,000. 


Alleged Briber Disappears. 

When efforts were made to arrest Bramley 
it was ascertained he was not in Cleveland. 
At the company’s offices it was stated he 
either was in Kaneas City or Pueblo, Colo. 
Dispatches from those cities deny this, 

Bramley is a big man in Cleveland For- 
merly ae served in the legislature and was a 
member of the so-called Big Seven ”’ clique, 
which controlled the house and which came 
near, defeating, Mark Hanna for the senator- 
ship.. The Big. Seven did not enjoy a 
good reputation... There were many: insinua- 
tions.of shady deals against it. No effort will 
be spared to apprehend Bramley as soon as 
possible. 

According to his attorney, Henry C. Lang 
is to be surrendered in the police, court to- 
morrow on a second charge of bribery. On 
Tuesday he was bound over on a charge of 
bribing Fred Lied of the service board. A 
second affidavit charges the bribing of Presi- 
dent Immel of the board. 

$1,000 the Usual Bribe. — 

The amount was the same in both in- 
stances—$1,000. Although Lang was in his 
rooms at a fashionable apartment house late 
last night, a detective who went there with 
a warrant was told by Lang’s wife that he 
had gone to Cleveland. The city officials 
have raided the company’s offices, but would 


not say what they found. A writ has been 
issued tonight for a search of the company’s 


Cleveland offices. 

Manager Cannon, in a statement issued to- 
night, denied that General Manager Thorn- 
burg of the company had dismissed him, as 
Thornburg claimed he had. Cannon says he 
Still is manager.

ACADEMIC FREEDOM. 

No university subject has gained more 
importance during recent years than that 
of freedom of faculties from restraint on 
the part of governing bodies of trustees, 
The matter has come up in several ways, 
usually in connection with the views of 
some professor of economics or sociology 
and occasionally of theology. In one o1 
two instances a national interest has been 
aroused over the dismissal of an Instructor 
whose teachings have been supposedly un- 
acceptable to the wealthy patrons of the 
institution. 5 

Leaving out of consideration the facts 
in these cases—and ordinarily there has 
been reason for thinking other matters be- 
side personal views were involved in the 
individual iustances—the feeling has be- 
come strong that when a board of trustees 
has granted to a faculty of teachers the 
power to administer certain details of the 
conduct of an institution earnest remon- 
strance should be made against interfer- 
ence by such trustees where the judgment 
of the instructors ought to be respected.
